Every 
three months the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service will send you the 
special rcpoi't forms you need. 

Q. I’ve jiust started in business 
and have two employees. How 
often do I send in a social security 
report on them? 

A. I'A'cry quarter (three 
months). You have one month 
after each quarter ends before 
you)- report must be in. For ex- 
umph): the report for the July- 
August-September quarter is due 
by October HI, the Jamiary-Fcb- 
luary-March report is due by 
Ai)ril 30, etc. 

Q. Does a nusmessman report 
lii.s own social security every 
quarter along with the report he 
makes on his employees? 

A. No. His own social security 
report is a part of his annual 
Federal income tax retuni. He 
sends it in only once a year. 

Q. 1 wci-kcd for a lady last year 
who didn’t know my pay was 
covered hy social security. I 
didn’t .know it either. Now that 
she has fotmd out, she bus (>ff<'red 
(o .send in late reports and pay up 
the lax that’s due. Can’t I just 
.«end it in myself? 

No. She must make the re- 
po)-ts and send in the tax. You 
.shoiilil give her your share (',(:) 
of the tax, however. 

Q. I send in social security re¬ 
ports on tile employees in my 
store. My wife always sends in a 
.“eparate report on our maid.

A. Yes. You may report your 
maid on your business report.
